a. Reported Colonel Edwards had received a number of oral 
requests and one in writing for authority to sign the "Believers* 
Petition" which appeared in last week*s NEW YORK TIMES regarding 
the controversy between former Senator Benton and Senator 
McCarthy. Colonel White said Edwards had turned these request 3 
down on the grounds that it was not Agency policy to allow its 
employees to enter into political and/or public controversies. 

The Director approved and noted his intention of discussing 

this matter, at today* s AD*s Meeting, at which time he would 

confirm Colonel Edwards* action.
